Even thoiiKh the tax rate for 8tf 
c county public library has been 
sed from four cents to six cents, '

Udget, or 12 14'/, less than last 
ear. The tax rate for the county 
brary Is not levied against Los 
ngeles city property nor on the 
roperty of any municipality not 
arttclpatlnK In county library

Miss Vogleson. the county 
brarlan. has decided that the cut 
hould not full entirely on the 
ook fund nor can II be further 
pplleil to other Items such as 
iipplli-H. transportation, heat, Itprht. 
tc.. which had already been pared 
o the bone. Library hours also 
vere cut as much as possible last

Miss Voglcson maintains that a 
lubllc library's elaim for support 
s dependent on the library's ahll- 
ty "to Rtve Rood reference service 
ind to make at least some of the 
leslrable books available and since 
the taxpayer cannot be expected 
o approve maintenance of more 

employees than are needed auc 
since a large slice .has been cu 
from the book fund, she has also 
rut nbii-it $8,000.00 from the salary 
fund of the central office. The 
rates of pay for library work have 
llwavs been low: 31 assistants at 
the Central library receiving less 
than $100.00 per month. 33 less 
than $150.00, eight heads of di­ 
visions less tlliin $200.00, and the 
county librarian a salary less than 
that paid to most high school 
principals. Mince the program for 
the year must be curtailed it has 
therefore seemed most fair to give 
an extended leave of absence to 
seven persons In the middle grou 
wajose work can be most easll; 
eliminated because of a shortened 
program.

All1 other branches are located In 
communities in the unincorporated 
territory and serve altogether a 
population of over 500,000 or near­ 
ly one-fourth of the entire popula­ 
tion of the county.

The book service which public 
libraries are making available, la 
not only educational and cultural, 
but it Is also a high type of con­ 
structive welfare work and an 
acknowledged prcventltivc to de­ 
linquency. Possibly at some time 
in the future the function of the 
public library will be fully recog­ 
nized and a larger share of the 
tax dollar can be given to its 
support.
